Y Þcreos the Dueenes Daicftie bath by ſundzy fo;mer Pzoclamations

nience and miſchiefe that hath growen to the ſame, by the great exceſle 
JL [of apparel tn al ftates and degrees, but ſpecially in the tnfcricur ſozr, 

rie todtuers lawes and Catuſes of the Realme, whereof not- 


a ts Rees ite ani Ee, 
cauſe (were ft not that of her owne grattoos diſpoſition tbe ts naturally inclined rather to clemenctio 
then ſereritie,ſo long as there is any hope of redzelle otherwayes) to commit the execution of the ſapde 
lawes,to ſuche perſons as woulde haue pzoceeded therein with al extremitie. Notwithſtandyng, her 
MDaticſie meaning to make ſome further trial,befoze (be baue recourſe to extreme remedies,and finding 
bpon conference had with the Lozdes and others of her pztute counſaple, foz (he redzeſle of ſo greeucus 
and pernitious aſoze in this common wealth, the cheefe remedies foz the ſame, to be example, and coz- 
rection. Her Baieſtte therefoze foz the fy:, whiche is example, thynketh it very meete anderpedſent, 
that the due execution in her Baicſttes moſt honourable houſe, of ſuche ozders and articles as are an- 
nered to this Pzoclamation,ſhoulde ſerue fo; a paterne thzoughout the whole Kcalme, and therefozs 
ber Bateftie hath alredy geuen,and by thele pzeſentes doeth geue ſpectal charge co all thoſe that beare 
office within the ſapde houſe, to ſee drie obſeruation of the ſame, which the truſteth wyl be duely obſer- 
ued- Tadfurther her Dateſtte doeth generally charge all Noble men, of what eſtate 02 degree foeuer 
they be,and al and euerp perſons of her pztuie Counſayle, all #rchbiſhoppes, and Biſhops, and the rel> 
of the Clergte,and al other perſons, accozding to they? degrees, that they dco reſpectiuely ſee the ſame 
ſpeedfly and duely executed in they: pzivate bouſeholde and families : Ind lykewyſe doeth charge all 
Daio:s and other head officers of Cities and Townes coppozate, the Chaunceſlours of both the wand- 
verſittes, gouernours of Colledges, readers, aunclentes and Benchers tn euery the Jnnes of Court 
and Chauncerie,and generally all that haue any ſupertozitle 0; gouernement ouer and bpon any loctie- 
fie 02 felowſbpp, and eche man in his owne houſcholde fo; they: chpidzen and ſeruantes,that thep like» 
wyle doo cauſe the ſapde ozders to be ſtratghtly kept by al lawful meanes that they can. 

And foz the ſeconde, which is cozrection, her Dateſtte hath cauſe to thinke, that ifthere had ben that 
ſeueritte vſed by thoſe to whom the ouerſight of the due crecutton of the lawes pzouded in that behalfe 
was committed(as to them tn duette appartepned)both this ſoze had ben cured, and this Pzoclamation 
not needefulto haue been publiſhed at this pzeſent. 

Foz the better refozmation wherof,her Mateſties wpl and pleaſure (s,and ſo doeth lraightly charge 
andcommaunde,not onely al Juſtices of peace, and euerp of them, to make tnqutrie of the defaultes and 
breaking of the ſapde o:ders, at euery thep; quarter Seſſions, and alſo the Juſtices of Alliſe tn thep;cir- 
cuites, and to ſee ſuche examples made,and due puniſhmentes extended bpon the cfirndours,as by the 
Statutes of this Kealme, with ſache qualifications as tn this pzeſent Pzoclamation are contepned, is 
pzoutded in that behalfe:but alſo, that aſwell the ſayde Juſtices, as al atiozs, Shiriffes, and other 
bead officers,tn Cities, Cownes,and Bozougyes,tal at any other tyme, cauſe al ſuche perſons as ſhal 
de founde faultie, and tranſgreſſing agaynſt this Pzoclamation, after the laſt day of Parche next enſu- 
eng,to be appzehended and bzought befoze them, and finding them culpable,to commit them to pzylon, 
khere to remayne without bayle oz maynepztiſe by the (pace of one moneth , vnleſle the ſayde pars 
ties fo founde culpable,oz charged as culpable, ſhal enter into bonde to appeare befoze the Jultices at 
khe nert quarter Seſſions of the peace,o2 of the aſſiſes to be holden within the ſame Sby2e, Citte, Bo- 
rough, Towne Cozpozate,Fraunchile, oz libertie, and there to be anſwerable foz all ſuche offences as 
dalbe pzoouedthat they haue commictedcontrarte tothe true intent 3 meaning of this P;oclamatton,

c3t the ſame cauſe wil alſo tn time to come wozke the lhe effect, fo; that there is no conuentent meanes 
to make the Dtates of mens lyuynges and values, tn ſuch ſozt as iserpzeſled tn the ſeueral ſtatutes, to 
te commonly knowen,to ſuche perſons 8s ought to haue lpectal care of the executton of the lawes 4 0z- 
ders nowe p2eſcribed. Her Bateſtie, betng deſyzous foz the great benefite of al her bighneſſe Subiectes,

p:e(ſed in the ſtatutes,and not other wile, without tmpeaching any officer,oz other perſon, that dtd ar« 
reſt, chalenge, oz pzoceede agaynlt him fo; ſuch matter , though in the Dubſidie booke hts values were 


not ſuffictent co warrant the values mentioned in the actes of Paliament : Not doubting, but that al) 
ſuch perſons, as foz the matntenance of their fonde vanitie (n apparel, wpl ſecke to make they; lyuinges 
tobe knowen and p:ooued to be greater,then they were befoze in ſeſſementes of Subſidies taken tobe, 
whereofher Mateſtie had the lcle, halbe thought meete by ſuch Commiſlioners as herealter hal haue 
aucthozitie to rate men bpon the graunt of any Subſidie, tobe ſeaſſed in the Dubſidie bookes accoz- 
ding toſuch values as them ſelues wpl auowe tohaue foz defence of wearing of ſuch kinde of apparel, 
and alſo wylbe content to be anſwearable to the charge ofother neccflarte ſeruices foz the Realme , as 
cauſes ſhal requpze. 

Ind becauſe there are many perſons, that percaſe ſhalbe founde in outwarde apparance 
moze ſumptuous tn they: apparell, then by common intendement the values of cheir poſſeſſions 02 
goodes map warraut,and yet they are not aſſeſſed in any Subſidie booke, partly fo2 that they gre dwel- 
lyng in ſuche places of the Realme, as are not chargeable to paymentes of Subſidies, oz that percaſe 
thephaue eſcaped to be aſſefſed,o2 otherwiſe not aſſeſſed, whereupon ſuche perſons may thinke to contts 
nue they? diſozder, without refozmation by the maner here nert befoze pzeſcribed: Her Pateſtte,foz re» 
medtc hereof, commmaundeth al maner of officers, that where they ſhalſee any ſuche perſons in out- 
warde apparance ſo offending, and not hauing knowledge of their values by bookes of Subſidies, ag 
atoze is erp2eſſed, that neuertheleſle they ſhal Cay ſuch perſons, and challenge them foz ſuche pzetended 
ollence,and detepne them, as befoze bythis P2oclamatton ts limitted,vntil they (halenter into bond,to 
make good pzoofe that they can diſpende ſo muche in lande and fees, oz beſo muche woozth in goodes, 
as by the lawesthey be therby warranted to weare ſuch + Find #06 ov problegur vulcer albe at.
